operate in FRANCE, Source has never seen IVulTliELEMf or ■ .rrj cf the other Frenchmen 
but thinks that .none cf them over undertook a mission, 

.In the meantime,- CCHL went to A REKC to take charge 'of all the various 
groups (SENNER, NEISSER, /army) and to sort out the confusion which had arisen. This ' 
was due to the policy of Amt VI of sending numbers cf Frenchman tc H ITALY who, on 
arrival, were either unwilling ox' unsuitable and. only, ini-ent, on having a good time # 
•Some of these Frenchmen arrived alone, others were in charge of a draft leader. Of 
these draft leaders.

(c) BERGER 

A certain BERGER, a German national who had worked in FRANCS previously, 
was to have started operations at S NEMO. Hu came into conflict with GCHL and was 
arrested on a suspicion of trying to escape to SwI IZERIAND. From I.llLAN, BERGER was 
eventually sent to GERMANY.

(a) "UGO" 

Source heard "UGO r s" real name in Dec 44 for the fir:;*: tine, but cannot 
remember it. Confronted with the name of "Dr UGC MODESTI", Source admitted the 
possibility that this night have been another of "UGC^s" aliases, but cannot confirm 
this with certainty* Source states emphatically that "MODESTI" was not the real 

name of tt tfGO n . He is equnlJy certain that "UGO" nwr uaed ary other cover iwmos, 

at least not in his .dealings with the Aussenkomondo. 

i) Recruitment " 

"UGO" approached SAEWECKE in Oct/Nov 45 and offered his services as an /•:" 
old member of the OVRA. "UGO" belonged to the GVEA at MILAN or GENOA, and owing to 
the. fact that the activities of,. that organisation had been considerably curtailed foi^jvv.; 
lowing the events of 8 Sop 43 A be was endeavouring to find a new field of activity for^tr 
himself. "UGO" proposed that hq^houlG be allowed. to continue to work independently A Vy$5 
with his own collaborators, and to send all reports, to the SD instead of to the : CVRA*,ASy^ 
As a result of a request to the head of CVRA (Dr LETO), "UGO r and 5-7 of his '• 
collaborators wore seconded to the Aussenkommanc'lo I\QIuAN t , 

ii) Remuneration • 

"UGO" and his collaborators were only seconded to the Aussonkormando 
: MILAlT and continued to draw their pay from OVRA. ’ The SD never paid then a fixed wage p . 
and merely kept them in rations. On special occasions, such a Christmas, or if "UGO": 
had pulled off a particularly good job, ho was given a’ bonus, which he divided amongst 
his men* Expenses which "UGO" incurred in the course of his duty were refunded, and a’ 
in individual cases "UGO" was permitted to retain a portion of any funds confiscated ; 

"in order to devote them to his future tasks".. /Source cannot oven give an estimate 
of the amounts involved,

iii) "UGO 1 s" Work 

On the basis of the reports which "W3C", gave of his previous activities, ; 
he seened well suited to carry out the mission which the Aussenlcommando had set itsoli’, 
namely to ensure peaceful and orderly conditions for the fichtinc troops in the rear 
areas. With this object in view, "UGO's" efforts were at first devoted exclusively. ; v /v 
to the penetration of the op do sing political organisations. Source states that UGQ. 
worked in close collaboration with SAE/ECKE and, together wit. 1 his Own collaborators, ■ . *. 
achieved considerable success,'

iv) Activities in SPlTZEilfiro 

" UG-6” had GVRA connections in SV/ITZSKLalTD, and suggested to SAEtfECKE.- 
that these should be Utilised to further the penotratio?i of the political opposition 
parties. . Source states that n UG0 !l worked on the knowledge that the CLN and all its 
affiliated parties had thuir own connections in SV/ITZERL:U© f which rnirjht .be tapped to 
provide useful information, on the political sot-up in ITALY itself. 

Source was asked by SASV/3CKS to give the scheme his blessing, but before 
doing so. Source interviewed "UGO" personally, allegedly for the first time. Source 
thought the proposal interesting, but as he had boon expressly forbidden to work into 
Sw IT YE?dr\ND , he talked the matter over with ILulSTEIi before giving a reply., Source 
recommended the scheme to iduiSTEn, with the proviso that ASHA EEIILIN should not be 
informed, as the whole scheme was an Abt Z: rather than an lint VI natter (penetration 
of the political opposition from abroad) MASTER agreed. 

' v ) kiss ions in 

"UGO 1 s” first mission into 5Jw'lTZiriIcL:JiD, which he undertook with the 
object of reviving his connections with the CVRA network in that country, took place <; 
about Jun AA. "UGC 11 crossed the frontier illegally with one of his collaborators, 
whose name Source claims not to know. 

The results of this first mission were allegedly reported direct to . A . 
and Source claims to have no information on the subject. 

Source -believes that "UGO” carried out a total of two or three missions ;;v 
into SY/ITZSRLAJ© but states that later on "UGO" stopped goi.no - to S\/ITZEIbIl‘ITD himself, ; - ;, 
owing to the fear of having been recognised. p yd 

Source cannot state whether ,,T uGG r s" col 1 ib orat or/va s pc rnane nt ly in .a 
SY/n'ZSRLAND, or whether ho crossed the border illegally on every mission. The' latter 
supposition is believed to be correct. 

Source describes the Swiss inf orrnat ion .supplied by "UGO" as unimportant, 
and in part merely a confirmation of . facts already known. "UGO" always cone back. ' - ; 
with Swiss newspapers, but of the actual information Source can re member only that 
relating tp BL1NCKI, which Source; insists was already known - - to ; him. . The information.' 
was tp the effect that Gen BIAHDHI, former- Italior. IJilitary Attache at BERNE, was ' 
head of the Italian Intelligence in SWITZEiiL/ld) .and that ho had sent a certain number - ^ 
of agents to ITALY. The names of the agents or their missions v.'cro net mentioned, A 


vi) The Case of j.O^AIISLLl 

In order to extend his Swiss activities, "UGO" submitted a plan whereby ' 
he would cultivate the friendship of several influential people imprisoned by the SD, > 
and pose - as an nnti-Fascist v/ho had boon forced to work for the Gormans by force of • 
circumstances. Having gained the confidence of those people, "UGO" planned to 
help then escape into fT*71TZ3i\L/d0, where he hoped his pose as liberator vvould gain him 
admittance into the circle of escapees. "UGO” submitted a list of five or six people. ^ 
whom he wished ..to have released, but Source was slightly suspicious and narrowed the; yr'' 
number down to three people. Of those, . Source remembers only one, an Italian 
journalist by the. name of MGPTAlfELLI. The other two, 'whose names Source, cannot. / 
recall, were an old Italian general who . had some connection with the. CLN, and on . 
American girl who had been imprisoned cn a charge of suspected espionage. . In regard a : 
to the circumstance a of the airl. f s arrest, Source can only recall that she was arrested 
: on the way to FRANCE via SV, r ITZERL/iND , allegedly for the purpose cf visiting her- 
-fifing , a young French diplomat. 

/"UGO” . planned to 
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"UGO" planned to use the General and the African girl merely as a 
'Vi siting-card" for himself and his collaborators, whilst J.IGNT;ic£lI was. to bo used in 
she role of informer. Source, through SAEV7ECKE, aoprcrvud of the schono, and all 
three were roloased and smuggled across the Swiss frontier in Jul 14, LOfFAHELLI v;as 
married to a German woman, who, like himself, land been arrested' cn a charge of working 
for the energy • n UGO% with a view to gaining I.TCNTAICELLI^ s confidence f promised the’ 

latter that his wife would receive preferential treatment in prison and oven v/ont as 
far as to premise her release, provided his (;,IONTduJilJLLI t s) work proved satisfactory, 
IXCTANELLI* s wife was transfe rred to the concentration camp at BOLZANO with orders to 
the camp authorities to grant her x>Fcfcrential treatment with a view to her future . 
release and removal to INNSBRUCK or neighbourlicckl, where her parents lived, 

MONTyJvGLLI 1 s wife subsequently tried to escape from the cnrrp at BCLZANC, with the 
result that she was guar do cl more oloscly and her release never took place. 

Source thinks that ?.!ONTiddiLLI must have rot information of what t^ok 
place at BOLZANO, because nothing more was hoard of him -ftcr Cot 44 until "UGO" 
received JiCOTANELLI* s summons from odlTZERL/JiD on 2 5 PqY 45 (see sub-para ix). 

vii) Cases Handled by "UGG" 

Sour e believes it was ''UGG’s" idea to return DELETRIO Sergei to the 
South of ITALY. with the intention of causing a split within the Socialist Party. The 
DELE TRIO mission took place with the approval of Source, but the planning was done 
jointly by "UGO" and SAEVECKE. 

"UG G" took part in the interrogation of PARRI, 

"UGO" was NOT allowed to interrogate any member softie FFciNClII 
organisation, because he was not considered suiTicicntly reliable at. the time. 

Source is unable to give any further information on individual cases, 
liandlcd by "UGO", but suggests that SAE\7ECKZ, who was In touch with "JJGO" almost 
Gaily, will be able to give full details. A 

' * viii) Relations ,'bc tween "UGO" and BENUZZI 

"UGG" and BENUZZI were bitter enemies, a fact v/hich Source ettributes to 
professional joalousy. Both tried + ’rflict the maximum harm on one another, and 
Source was constantly being reminded ^<e alleged collaboration of one or the other 
with the enemy. These cdJLegations were held in general terms and were never backed 
up by any proofs. 

A iyplcal example of BENUZZI 1 s tactics was. to inform Source that the CLN 
had became aware that one of their members had been imprisoned again, and that the 
.information could only have leaked out through "UGG", "UGA"- 1 often used the same line, 

. VThcn b^th "UGC" and BENUZZI disappeared into ^dl^ZERLAND at beg Liar. 45# 
the supporters, of both accused the other side of having betrayed their chief to the 
Allies. Statements of this kind in favour of BENUZZI were made by both his wife and. 
FERRAIA. 

ix) "UGC 1 s" Last Mission to BVriTZjBdiAItD 


At noon, 25 Fob A5> Source was informed by SAEi/ECKE that "UGC" had 
roccivod an urgent request for an interview with ^I'OTANELLI in SY/ IT ZE RLAJID , and that, 
the latter had an important message f cr him ("UGO). S/J17EC1(E asked Source to givo a 
decision in the matter. Source found every argument in favour of "UGO" • accepting the. 
invitation, since if ho had. wished to esca'pe, he could have done so without informing 
Source. Furthermore , the message from I'lCNT/dEILI seemed genuine enough, _ ond apart _ 
from that, information of every Goscrix>tion was required in view of the alrcacy tense 
military situation. Source therefore gave his approval. 

/"UGO" crossed into ■ 
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"UGG" crossed into SWITZERLAND Ulo rally during tho night 23/24- Fob 4.5 
and was never soon again. Two or three days later SAEWECKE told Source that "UGO" 
had informed one of hi-s men that all was well, but that his stay had been extended for 
a day or two. 

V/hon EENUZZI also disappeared and ,f UGO H failed to return S/iEWEGKE and 
,, UGC , s ,r collaborators made inquiries from which it transpired that “UG0 ,f had been 
IdLdnappod by the English Secret Service, interrogated and taken to HOLE. Source * . 
states he had no further news about "UGG" and is ignorant of his present whereabouts* 
n UGC r s u men at the Ausscnkomando MILAN, disheartened by the disappear- 
ance of their leader, continued to work for Source, but with complete lack of success* 

x) Source T s Estimate of "UGQ's" Reliability 


Source states that "UGG* s" activities in S\7ITZEIUuAND did not come up to 
his expectations and that his main efforts v/oro directed towards tho penetration of • 
the Italian enciry political set-up on Italian soil. In this he was successful* 

"UGC" and his collaborators are stated to havo sought out, apprehended 
and interrogated a number of people of different shades of political opinion* Reports 
of those interrogations were submitted in writing to SAEWECKE. In addition, "UGO” 
frequently iscucdi consolidated political reports on the opposition parties, the 
development of the CLN, SAP> Gi\P and other organisations* 

"UGC"’ also did some counter-espionage work, but was not allowed to play, 
ary agents back or send them on missions without the authority of SAEWECKE, who in 
special cases obtained Source 1 s approval* 

Source had no information regarding ”UGC ! s" collaborators or contacts. 
Source states that SAEWECKE had complete confidence in "TOD” but claims ' 
that he himself regarded him with a certain amount of suspicion. TJiis suspicion was. ' 
based on: i) "UGO^s" lack of success in SV7IT2ERLA1-JD. ' 

ii) BENUZZI’s persistent allegations* 
iii; Statements made by GOMUIASCU in mid Feb 4 5 , to’ the effect that H UGO ,r 
was working with the CLN against the SD* 

Source thought that GOMARASCU might have been mistaken, but in order to 
leave no doubts as to "UGO 1 ^* reliability it was decided to lay a trap. This was 
not carried out owing to "UGO's" disappearance* 

(b) EENUZZI 
i) Personal History 

ESIIUZZI is thought to have been bom “at TRENTO of mixed Italo-Gcrman 
parents. He was for many years a member of the GVRA and during the last war worked 
in the Italian Intelligence Service against GERMAN?. 

Cne of BENUZZI* s brothers is employed with the Italian State Railways 
?„ryl was last known to be at VERCHA. lib also had a maridcd sister at VIS IMA. 

Source believes that during his activity with OVRA he became involved 
' with CIAEFO, with the result that he was banished to the L3PAKT Islands. He was 
pardoned in 194-3/ when he settled down at NAPLES. 




When BENUZZI was set free in 1 943 he was no longer a member of OVRA* 
Instead, he set himself up as an independent M information merchant". According to 
Source, BENUZZI was in touch with WUEBER, the German Consul General at NAELiSS/ 

Source also believes, but cannot confirm, that BENUZZI was .already in contact with 
the Gcrmri Naval Abvvehr at that time (1943)* 

Anticipating the occupation of NAPLES by the Allies, BENUZZI moved to 
ROME whore he contacted KAEPLER at the Ausse nkonmando . BENUZZI worked for KAPELSR 

for about four weeks, but fearing an early fall of the city, established his HQ at 
MILAN, Albergo '"uHLIdlQ " , Room 1/2. On the way to MILAN BENUZZI called on the Naval 
Abwohr at LA SEBZLY, for whom he was already working and for whom ho was to continue 
to \vork, 

iii) The Recruit rent of BENUZZI 

Immediately on his arrival from HOLE in Nov 43, BENUZZI called on Source, 
with a letter of introduction from KAFPLER and offered his services as informer* 

Source accepted, having in the meantime been assured by IutPHiH of BENUZZI 1 s reliability. 
The agreement reached v;a6, broadly speaking, that BENUZZI should supply 
Source .with political 'information from N ITALY, but continue to supply the Naval 
Abwohr' with military information* In addition, BENUZZI promised to introduce Source 
to various Italian personalities likely to be. of interest to the SB* 

A very close collaboration developed between Source and BENUZZI, who 
eventually became Source’s chief informer, as far as the North Italian political set-up 
was concerned* BENUZZI knew all the Fascist personalities who played a leading role 
after 8 Sep 43# He was at liberty to call on Source any "tire he wished, in contrast 
to the majority of the other agents, who were received by the heads. 6f the various 
doprxtments. All BENUZZI 1 s reports were made verbally*. 

iv) BENUZZI 1 s Finances 


■BENUZZI gave the . impression that his cooperation was due to his 
attachment to the Germans, or at least to his admiration for Source, He also informed 

Source that the Naval Abwchr was paying him a salary of pOP Dollars a month, an allow- 
ance far more liberal than the SD could afford to pay* BEl'IUZZ I gave , Source to .under- 
stand that he would not fail to ask for anything he needed, but that he understood that 
Source was unable to pay his expenses out of the modest moans (service funds) at his 
disposal* BENUZZI added that occasionally he might ask Source to perform favours 
which would yield him a satisfactory return* As an example, BENUZZ I recounted the 
case of the old Jewess in ROLE, whose release, if it had been successful, would have 
brought him in a lot of money* Apparently the woman was not released as she had 
already been moved to GERMANY. 

In 1944, BENUZZI’ s income was assured by virtue of an indemnity of two 
million Lire paid by the Republican Government for wrongful imprisonment and banishment. 
This sum had been promised to him by the former Minister of the Interior, I>UEF/JtINI, 
and was being .paid in instalments of 250,t00 Lire. This indemnity covered also his 
apartment which had boon confiscated at the time of his arrest* The protracted 
negotiations attending the payment of those, instalments, were of value to Source, 
inasmuch as BENUZZI was often obligod to visit tho seat of the Italian Government at 
LADERKO, whore he net a large number of loading personalities (Brefoots, Quosturac, . 
:icads of departments of tho various ministries, ministers, etc). BENUZZI invariably 
re ■Irurred from these visits with a wealth of information which it would have boon very 


difficult to obtain by any other means, 
/BENUZZI also 
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BENUZZI also intorvoned on behalf of a number of personalities of all 
political shades imprisoned by the SD. He never rationed that the release of those 
prisoners .brought him money, but would rather stress the innocence or the harmlossness . 
of the prisoners, or claim that their release was essential in order to rain entry 
into certain circles for the purpose of obtaining information. Source is convinced 
that in mary cases BENUZZI derived considerable financial benefit from the prisoners 
or their families. 

There was also another form of remuneration, to which BENUZZI arid tho 
woman living with him as his wife were very susceptible. Beth BENUZZI and his "wife"/. , • 
a Viennese, used to enjoy themselves in German circles and were invited to the 
receptions held in the BILAN office. On such occasions it was customary for BENUZZI 
and his "wife" to receive presents, and Source had the impression that these invitations* 
and presents were appreciated far more by BENUZZI than if he had been drawing a salary 
of 100, COO Lire a month. 

BENUZZI also mado presents to Source, the total value of which he 
estimates at. approximately 20,000 Lire. These presents were in return for the rifts 
made to BENUZZI and his "wife" at the official receptions at the office, all of which 
wore paid out of service funds. Source estimates the value of these presents at 
rather more than 20,000 Lire but is unable to mention ary precise figure. 

Source has no information as to how IENUZZI conducted the financial side 
of his business. Source believes that he acted as intermediary as and when the 
opportunity occured, and. also did occasional business with the members of the RUK. 

Soixrce had no information on the latter subject. 

v) Prisoners Released as a Result of BENUZZI r s Intervention 

Qvinr to the fact that BENUZZI and BICCHERAI frequently intervened on 
behalf of the same . prisoner , Source can only estimate the number of prisoners released 
as a result of BENUZZI f s intervention alone. Source believes that /'during the total 
period of collaboration with BENUZZI this figure does not exceed a dozen persons * » ' 

The principle upon which Source worked was that only a short-term. : 

prisoner could be released, and even then Source made certain that the release would . 
not have unfavourable political repercussions. 

Of tho persons released as a result of BENUZZI 1 s intervention with 
Source, the latter can remember only ffilTAGNA. ’whether BRUNO, DIENA and LE0NI owe 
their releaoe exclusively to BENUZZI is not certain, as BICCHIERAI also intervened on 
their behalf. 

, . If the prisoners had already been moved to VERONA or BOLZANO, BENUZZI 

used to go straight to HARSTER to negotiate for their release. A case in point was 
VENEGONO, imprisoned at BOLZANO and released on orders of HARSTER as a result . of 
BENUZZI 1 3 intervention. BENUZZI wanted VENEGONO roloa&ed in order to have some 
bargaining p ower with the Corrmunists and also as a form of reinsurance with tho 
Communist Ihrty, Source believes that BENUZZI also considered VENEGONO as a possiMo 
source of information in the future. 

Source states emphatically that he never received any money from BENUZZI-'" 
for liberating, political prisoners. 

vi) BENUZZI 1 s Activities on Behalf of the SD 

BENUZZI 1 s activities on behalf cf tho 3D wore of a purely political 
nature and were centred round Italian Government and administrative circles, as well 
as the political parties of the opposition. In view of his extensive connections, 
BENUZZI perfortned the former task to the utmost satisfaction of. his employer, while . 
his information on the opposition parties, although less voluminous, was nevertheless 
reliable . . 

, . /BENUZZI never , 
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DENUZZI never rav o Source any nilitary information and never earriod out 
any political missions abroad on behalf of the CD, 

vii) IBNl I/\ ZI f s Contacts 

DENUZZI, whom Source describes as the born' aunt, with a wonderful 
memory, never restricted, his activities to any giver, set of people. No source of 
information was considered too insignificant, ancl he listened as readily to the lif they* 
as he did to a cabinet minister* 

BBNUZZI never disclosed the source of his information-. unless it was to 
emphasise its importance* For instar-.ee, he would state that a particular piece of: ■ 
inf ormation had come from the I, Sinister of the Interior himself, etc.

. viii) Informers employed by DENUZZI ’ ■ 

ill though DENUZZI was very liberal with his tips, Source knows only one. v./. 
instance ‘where DENUZZI .'employed an informer with a fixed salary. This was a former : *V 

-policeman (name’ unknown) who was given the task. of providing DENUZZI with certain 
information from the Quostura. at MILAN. The salary paid is stated to have been 
2,000 Lire a month. . • 

ix) DEMJZZI^ Activities in SV7ITZEIjL^ 

Source states he save DENUZZI strict orders not to indulge in any kind 
of. intelligence activities (political or nilitary) in 3OTT2£IbLAND. . Source considc^drz^ 
DENUZZI far more useful in ITALY and did not wish him to compromise hlnself by any. r 
illegal activities in SWITZEHLu\I'©. 

DENUZZI is stated to have adhered to this ruling, and apart from bringing 
back cigarettes, and books,, the only Swiss natters discussed between the two were Ned 
Cross and Jewish questions. 

•/Source admits

V/ith a view to avoiding the consequences .*f the anticipated .Hied 
occupation of N ITALY, BENUZZI made preparations for crossing into Sv/ITZEruYJID. . lie 
did this with .the help of BICCIIIEruLl and BREhlTI, Swiss Consul General at IDIiAN/COKG, 
by havi ng himself nominated as ^el-gate to the Italian ized Cross, In this capacity 
ho intended to supervise the general welfare of Italian Jews interned in GERMANY and, 
if necessary, to submit complaints to the app>ropriate authorities in SWITZERLAND. 

From the Gorman side, no obstacles were put in his way , and AEinJZZI was repeatedly 
granted exit and entry remits for his visits to uwITZE.HJ'ID, BSNUZZI obtained his 
visa personally from the Swiss Consul Gcnexvil, with thjo assistance of the Church and 
the Ned Gross. 

The financial aspect of the probability that RETIUZZI would take refuge 
in 3WIT2ERLAND if N ITALY were occupied by the Allies was discussed between Source and 
I LISTER* It was argroed that a. special account shrul.: be ■ opened in favour of DENUZZI, 
to be maintained by* BdS VERONA, and credited with 50C Swiss francs monthly* It was 
also atpxjed upon that the total amount accumulated should c paid to EENUZZI in one 
lump ‘ sum as soon as he took his final departure from N IT^bLY, but only on condition 
that he settled down permanently in SWITZSILYUG. 13NUZZI has never drawn any money 
from this account, and up till Fob A5 never received any payments from Source on 
account of his visits to SY. r ITZErLY J IB , Source has no inf -rmation on what happened to 

this account but states emphatically that I3ENUZZI has no claim to it, as the NdS 
administration never released the amount.

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On Tuo sdoy , 25 Fob 45, HENUZZI v/cnt to LUGANO with tho intention of 
procuring this permit, adding that he would return the sane day if successful,: HENUZZI 
failed to ‘return the sane day, and on 27 Feb 45, Source wa3 informed through "HENUZZI 1 s 
"wife". that he had gone to HEflNE and would not return to I.OLAN till 28 Fcb~45, When

From the report which the "wife 11 brought back it trans'p^d that HENUZZI loft tho Hotel 
H i ^L L EyUE" at ixnRNE at jZliO hrs on the evening of 26 or 2/ Feb, accompanied by two 
persons and was not seen again. His papers, luggage and valuables had been left 
behind in his room. Source had no other information for the tine being, but took 
immediate steps to step HSXRIZZI* s'^wife" from leaving ITALY. . 

At Source* s request, HENUZZI' s “wife* 1 saw ISESNKI, Swiss Consul General, 

:vncl mo.de inquiries about her" husband" who, after crossing the border legally, had 
disappeared in S’lVITZEHLi'iND, , BuENNI was unable to rive an explanation, and as -with 
the "UGG" case, it transpire;] he had no information on t lie. natter at all. 

Further inquiries made by "UGG 1 s" men, BICCIlIEkiil and other people failod 
to throw, any light on the whereabouts of HENUZZI, One of GOiiFJliSCU 1 s men claimed .that 
HENUZZI was with a priest in a place, between LUGANO and CHIASSO, while another report 
claimed he wa3 hiding in a tannery. The last report, from an unknown qourco, stated 
that HENUZZI was South of LUGANO in a church building belonging to an organisation
